men aboard survived.

they saw' scattered around the de­ 
bris. 
The plane had been missing since 
Thursday night when it disappeared 
after checking in by radio 40 miles 
from M arignane airfield at Marseille 
where It was preparing to land. 
It had flown from a U. S. air 
field at Tripoli. Libia. 
The wreckage was found in the 
Saint-Baum e m ountain range, about 
30 miles east of Marseille.

What a price some folks pay for

Too Fast For Conditions 
There is nothing new in the idea 
at all but when you sift safety 
through to its essentials you find 
that the main reason for accidents, 
or worse, is driving too fast for con­ 
ditions. Entirely too many people do 
not have the car under control They 
never seem to expect the unex­ 
pected. They drive as if the coast 
were clear when the chances are 
that it will be nothing of the sort. 
Naturally, the result is to place too 
much dependence on the brakes, 
too much reliance on their own 
skill and too little emphasis on the 
loss of action due to their slow re­ 
action time. It all adds up to trou­ 
ble 
W hat to do about it? Well, for 
one thing, did you ever try stopping 
the car at road speed in time to 
avoid hitting some imaginary ob­ 
ject a few hundred feet ahead? It 
sure does slow you down to discover 
that you would miss your goal by 
about 200 feet. Now try to picture 
what the situation would be if the 
roadway were slippery. 
The tendency is to go around a 
blind curve as if there were noth­ 
ing by way of interference beyond 
the range of vision. W hat, however, 
would happen if you had to stop 
immediately upon making the turn? 
You drive along at night assuming 
all is well beyond the range of the 
light. An instant later danger looms. 
Then what?

This Will Save Them 
An idea picked up in the actual 
process of typing these messages 
strikes me as one th at ought to be 
a trouble saver in the operation of 
cars. Most of the trouble I have 
had with typewriters has been the 
result of operating them too Jerkily. 
I find that if I take things easier 
and do not flip the various controls 
as if they were made of rock they 
do not break. Carried over into the 
field of the automobile it seems to 
me that a lot of actual breakage of 
parts could be spared by avoiding 
shock in use of the controls and by 
allowing car parts to adjust to the 
necessary changes. Like ourselves, 
mechanical parts work best when 
at their normal pace and resent be­ 
in* made to fit a sudden mold of 
change. 
Having Their Troubles 
Q The clutch plate has been re­ 
placed twice but the clutch still 
grabs. There is never any warpage 
of the plate and no grease or oil 
ever is on the lining —J. L N. 
A. Roughness of the flywheel sur­ 
face would cause this.

not in the other fellow's brakes. 
Too Fast For Conditions 
There is nothing new in the idea 
at all but when you sift safety 
through to its essentials you find 
th a t tile main reason for accidents. 
or worse, is driving too fast for con­ 
ditions. Entirely too many people do 
not have the car under control They 
I never seem to expect the unex­ 
pected. They drive as if the coast 
were clear when the chances are 
th at it will be nothing of the sort. 
Naturally, the result is to place too 
much dependence on the brakes, 
too much reliance on their own 
skill and too little emphasis on the 
I OAS of action due to their slow re­ 
action time. It all adds up to trou­ 
ble 
W hat to do about it? Well, for 
one thing, did you ever try stopping 
the car at road speed in time to 
avoid hitting some imaginary ob­ 
ject a few' hundred feet ahead? It 
sure does slow you down to discover 
th at you would miss your goal by 
about 200 feet. Now try to picture 
what the situation would be if the 
roadway were slippery. 
The tendency is to go around a 
blind curve as if there were noth­ 
ing by way of interference beyond 
the range of vision. W hat, however, 
would happen if you had to stop 
immediately upon m aking the turn? 
You drive along at night a.ssuming 
all is well beyond tile range of the 
light. An instant later danger looms.

This Will Save Them 
An idea picked up in the actual 
process of typing these messages 
.strikes me as one th a t ought to be 
a trouble saver in the operation of 
cars. Most of the trouble I have 
had with typew riters has been the 
result of operating them too jerkily. 
I find th a t if I take things easier 
and do not flip the various controls 
as if they were m ade of rock they 
do not break. Carried over into the 
field of the automobile it seems to 
me th a t a lot of actual breakage of 
parts could be spared by avoiding 
shock in use of the controls and by 
allowing car parts to adjust to the 
necessary changes. Like ourselves, 
m echanical parts work best when 
at their norm al pace and resent be­ 
ing m ade to fit a sudden mold of 
change. 
Having Their Troubles 
Q The clutch plate has been re­ 
placed twice but the clutch still 
grabs. There is never any warpage 
of the plate and no grease or oh 
ever is on tile lin in g —J. L. N 
A. Roughness of the flywheel sur­ 
face would cause this. 
Q Using a vacuum gauge for test­ 
ing I find ti ult the needle has a fast 
vibration roughly between 14 and 
19 inches. This is a new one on 
me. Can you tell me w hat it indi­ 
cates?—Win. F D. 
A. Lease valve guides will cause 
Uhs action of the pointer. 
Q Tile horns on my cur are defi­ 
nitely out of harm ony and the one 
th at seems to be giving tile trouble 
lins w hat I m ight call a flat tone.
